food administrator will give 
definite 


information on the location of 
stocks 


of supplies intended fur the allies, tho 
railroads will move them promptly to 
seaboard. 
Simultaneously the railroad 


administration gave out figures show- 
ing that the movement of grain to pri- 
mary markets in the west within tho 
last 10 days was far greater than in 
prex'ious years. 


Although declaring- their desire to 


avoid a controversy with the food ad- 
ministration, ollicials 
of the railroad 


directorate today did not conceal their 
belief .that Mr. Hoover's statement was 
aot borne out by facts shown in their 
reports.

All are to be stopped and the 
priceless ship space devoted to carry- 
ing men and war supplies. 


In doing: this the United States ia 


following the example of Great Brit- 
ain, the greatest oversea trading na- 
tion in the world. Great Britain has 
cut its imports over 50 per cent since 
1913. Even tho surplus 
of 
articles 


which are not regarded as luxuries has 
been reduced by uic ship famine. 


In a recent statement from the Brit- 


ish admiralty it appears that British 
imports between 1'JK-J and 1917 were 
cut from U7.S19.714 'tons to 26,060,000 
tons. 
The reduction is illustrated by 


articles taken at random from the list; 
as for instance, tobacco, of which in 
1013 
the British imported 162.000,000 


pounds. In 1 B.17 they imported 
but 


47.000,000 pounds. Tomatoes in 1913. 
entorcd Greav Britain to the amount 
of 3,552,000 cwt., but this was reduced 
last year to 515 cwt.

A QUARTER CENTURY AGO 


Quarter century a'gro, according to 


the old Sun, 
Martin Flaherty, the lo- 


cal pggilist, won one of his greatest 
victories when he knocked .out Bobble 
Burns, of Providence, before the Met- 
ropolo club of that city, in the 
32nd 


round. 
The mill was fust and furious, 


but Flaherty showed superior general- 
ship in letting: the Providence boy do 
most of the leading: and thus waste hla 
energy so that after the 24th round 
he was very much exhausted, while 
Flaherty was as fresh as a dai-^7. 


In Its account of the fi^nt Ufa old 


Sun said: 


'"Martin Flaherty in 32 rounds clean- 


ly knocked out Bobbie Burn.5; of Provi- 
dence at the Metropolc club. Provi- 
dence, early this morning1 (Feb. 21.) 


"It WILS a groat iig'ht and a couple 


| of -hundred of Martin Flaherty's per 


sonal friends saw it. It is pronounced 


'. tho gamiest mill that had ever been 


seen in New England. 
The fljrht .was 


for a "purse of 51000 offered by the Met- 
ropole club and a side stake of 51500. 
Both men were in line trim and very- 
well matched. 
Both men were after 


tho 118 pound championship, and tne 
.winner Is to .meet George Dixon. 


"Both men weighed in a trifle under 


11S pounds at -6 o'clock in the after- 
noon. This was according1 to the agree- 
ment. -Evening" came :md with it hun- 
dreds-of "sports" w h o - L a k e - great In- 
terest In a prize fight. A special train 


left Boston at 7 o'clock, but owing1 to 
the storm was behind time in pulling 
into Providence. It was just as well 
that it was thusly, for the fight did 
not commence until just before 
mid- 


night. The knockout was not until 2.30 
this morning, alter an exciting battle 
of 32 rounds. 
A hitch over the stake 


money was the delay. The Burns back- 
ers wanted the stakes put up in hard 
cash, but the Lowell men came with 
certified checks for the amount of the 
side bet. 
While the tangle was being 


unraveled the seats in the club house, 
at the ringside, were rapidly filling' 
up. All .the seats offered a good view 
of the ring. The Lowell delegation of 
nearly 200 sat in a solid body. 
There 


was good humored talk and snatches 
of popular, songs from the audience 
rts the hours passed by; everybody 
waiting patiently for the appearance of. 
the fighters. 
A few bets were made 


at the time, although money was tight, 
the Burns men being very confident 
and offering odds of 10 to 7 on their 
favorite. 
In. fact ever since the fight 


wfis arranged Burns money was of- 
fered at good odds. The checks of the 
Lowell backers having been declared 
Kood, tho arrangements were complet- 
ed and 
the- signal for the fight was 


given. 
In the 24th Flaherty went to 


the floor twice 
and it 
looked 
like 


Burns' fight. 
Flaherty made a game 


battle , in the next four rounds, and 


had a little the best of the 29th. 


"Burn was forced to the ropes in 


the 30th, but he turned tho tables in 
the next, yet the close of the round 
| found him on the ropes. 


"In the 32d Burns forced Flaherty to 


the ropes, Flaherty then landed his left 
on Burns' mouth, flooring him. Ha 
got up and Flaherty again worsted him 
to the ropes, and he went down from 
weakness. 


"When Burns got up on his feet he 


•"/as dazed, and while standing with 
his back to Flaherty the latter rushed 
over and landed a right-hander on the 
.jaw, sending Burns down and knocking 
him conipletely 
out. 


"It was pretty evident that Burns' 


sand had all run out while Flaherty 
was strong1 and lively and could have 
fought presumably 32 rounds more.

"After the fight Joe Lannon, the well 


known heavywulght, told some of the 
Lowell men present that it was the 
gamiest light he had ever seen." 


Some of the friends of Burns felt 


that he wasted his energy in leading 
the fight and that If ho ever met Flah- 
erty again he would defeat him. So 
confident were they of this that they 
soon arranged another 'battle betweeen 
Flaherty and Burns. : This came off 
a little over a year later and Flaherty 
defeated Burns, this time in IS rounds, 
winning the 
$2500 
in addition to a 


valuable purse. 


It was then up to Flaherty to meet 


Dixon and this battle fought at the 
East Newton s,treet armory in Boston 
about 23 years ago, resulted in a draw 
after 
20 rounds. 
Soon 
after 
that 


Frank Erne defeated Dixon and about 
six years after the Providence battle, 
Flaherty fought and .defeated Erno be- 
fore the New York A- C. Thus ha won 
the featherweight championship. 


Martin Flaherty is still fresh' and 


active, .although he retired from 
the 


ring a good many years ago. He now 
resides in \\ytmesit, where he owns a 
large farm Sid has a residence fitted 
up for tho physical training of men 
who need exercise or massage under 
hygienic conditions. 


Peary in Lowell 


About 25 years ago, according to 


the old Sun, "Lt Robert E. "Peary, 
the Arctic explorer, lectured in Hunt- 
ing-ton hall, graphically describing his 
experience near the North pole," yet 


i as subsequent events proved, quite a 


j distance away rrom it. 
"He told of 
| his trip of 1SOO miles across thcGreon- 


j land lee Cap, a fascinating story of 
| thrilling: adventure and magnificent ac- 
complishment He presented 100 views 
from. 2000 negatives taken by Lieut. 


Peary himself In the Arctic regions. 
On the stage the 
lecturer 
had the 


sledge in which he made part of his 
journey drawn by six wolf-like dogs. 
Their Esquimaux driver in his full fur 
garb was also on the stage for the 
inspection of 
the 
curious. 
He had 


charge of the dogs and showed his 
control over them." 


Peary was obsessed with the ambi- 


tion (o reach the North pole and al- 
thoug-h he failed in several expeditions, 
each time ho approached nearer and 
nearer until he finally won undying 
fame by reaching the pole nn April 6. 
1309. He was made a rear admiral of 
the American navy In recognition of 
his discovery; but not being- much-of a 
navigator in tho ordinary sense, he 
has neither sought nor attained dis- 
tinction as an admiral. When the war 
broke out, however, he offered his ser- 
vices to the government in whatever 
capacity he might be most useful and 
he was given a controlling- part in the 
aviation department. 
It. ia needless to 


say that a man of Peary's indomitable 
perseverance will be an Inspiration in 
whatever service he undertakes. 


But as to the North polo and Peary's 


discoveries there, on his return after 
reaching: the pole, ho reported that he 
had discovered a hitherto unknown 
land which was named "Crocker Land." 
This, however, turned out to be merely 
i mirage, according to the McMillan 
sxpedition which reached the pole lat- 
er. The faith of Admiral Peary, how- 
jver, was not quest Ion eel as he was 
ot at the pole to explore the regions 


In the vicinity except those which he ' 


had actually passed over in his jour- 
ney. 
What he supposed was Crocker 


Land was merely a cloud formation 
that presented the appearance of a 
snow-clad plateau. Such phenomena 
are not unfrequeiit, in polar regions. 


Admiral Peary had none of the fake 


proclivities of Dr. Cook, who announced 
that he had discovered the North pole 
before Peary had reached it. He ex- 
ploited his claims in Norway and Bel- 
gium; but the imposition was soon dis- 
covered as his records, though faked 
with great ingenuity, did not bear out 
his claims. 


Nevertheless. Dr. Cook to this day 


has supporters who argue that he did 
reach tho pole. They lay some stress 
on the fact that the pole moves. 
But 


assuming- that it does move slightly, 
there is no probability that Us peregrin- 
ations extended so far south as Green- 
land, the north of which was the ex- 
treme limit of Dr. Cook's expedition. 
As to the movements of 
the 
North 


pole. Prof. George A. Hill of the ob- 
servatory at Washington, after life- 
long experiments in collaboration with 
other astronomers, has 
demonstrated 


that the polo does move. Its position 
changing- within a circle of 60 feet in 
diameter. 
Hence the authentic North 


pole is not the pole which men point 
out on the charts. 
In 1909, accord- 


ing to Prof. Hill, the wandering pole 
passed within a foot of the charted 
North pole and according to the same 
authority, it wanders homo just about 
once in 14 years. 
It is assumed that 


If the axis theory of the pole Is abso- 
lutely true, the South pole describes 


motions just the reverse 
of 
those 


made by the North pole. • That, how- 
ever, has not yet been.determined, al- 
though the South pole was reached by 
Capt. Amundsen, Dec. 14, 1911- 


The'magnetic pole which is contin- 


ually shifting is about 13 degrees from 
the g-eographical North pole. 


It is expected that after the war the 


explorers will flock to the North pole, 
using airplanes-" which have been de- 
veloped so wonderfully during the past 
few years. 
But in all probability a 


special type of engine will have to be 
constructed to -withstand the 
intensa 


cold 
without ' taking "a chill" that 


might cause the aviators to be left 
where thejr would have little hope of 
escape on foot.

The shortage of coal from which the 


nation suffers, 'and from which New 
England Is Buffering more perhaps 
-than any other part of the country, la 
admittedly due to railroad congestions 
and 
lack of transportation facilities. 


At present the industries of Lowell and 
other Massachusetts mill cities are 
threatened with suspension for lack ot 
coal, and yet it is alleged that the 
railroads are handling all the freight 
they possibly can, A glance at the 
railroad timetable shows that there are 
2S passenger trains running in either 
direction between Lowell and Boston 
daily from 6.30 a. m. till 11.40 p. m. 
To meet an emergency 
such as at 


present confronts us in the coal short- 
age, why could not this service be 
cut down fully, one half until • such 
times as the coal supply 
becomes 


normal? We believe the public would 
rather suffer inconvenience in the pas- 
senger service than have to continue 
to shiver in their homes and see the 
suspension of industries upon which 
the people depend for sustenance, and 
some of which are employed on gov- 
ernment contracts of the most urgent 
kind. If the passenger service were 
reduced by one half, a number of men 
and locomotives would be released for 
other duties and if applied 
to 
tho 


freight service should greatly aid in 
bringing the necessary relief In tho 
fuel situation. 
Anybody who rides 


upon the passenger trains between 
Lowell and Boston can see that some 
trains are not more tlmn half filled 
and that there are very few trains 
without one or more empty cars. This 
is especially true of the accommoda- 
tion trains leaving Boston. While they 
may be pretty well tilled on leaving, 
after they have made a few stops, they 
have cars to spare, but these are car- 
ried in most cases to the end of the 
route which is Lowell. It seems that 
if shrewd railroad men are looking for 
an opportunity to increase the freight 
facilities, they can easily find it, at 
least In this locality, by cutting down 
the papsenger service as here indicat- 
ed. The same state of affairs, we be- 
lieve, will be found to prevail very 
generally over the country. That such 
has not been done already indicates 
that the companies are not backing up 
Mr. McAdoo or the nation 
as 
they 


should. Therefore, we would urge that 
the passenger service be cut down and 
that the coal, the locomotives and the 
men thus laid off shall be used in help- 
ing to increase 
and speed 
up 
the 


freight service. 


As between 
the 
passenger 
and 


freight service in the present 
crisis, 


the freight is immeasurably the more 
important. It is actually on this the 
people of this and other New England 
states depend for their existence and 
the maintenance of their industries.

WOMEN TIRED OF LIFE 


According to Swiss papers received 


in this country, the authorities in fi 
m'any are taking steps to provide plen- 
ty of work for all females from 16 to 
70 years of age. It is as a preventive 
of suicide, the idea being that, when 
a woman is hauling a plow, or diggin 
potatoes, or at other hard manual la- 
bor, she gets so tired that she goes 
right to sleep at night and does not lie 
awake thinking about how her father, 
husband, son or brother lias been 
blown to pieces and hurled in obedi- 
ence to the kaiser. 


In Prussia^ Westphalia, Saxony and 


Bavaria the number of suicides in 1917 
increased by 1G per cent over previous 
years, and 75 per cent of fhe suicides 
were women. The thing is alarming 
to the German autocrats, for they can- 
not increase 
the population without 


women. Indeed, it is a blow at autoc- 
racy's principal valuation of 
women. 


Maybe, if German women from 
the 


ages of 1G to 70 work hard enough, 
they will establish a valuation of 
themselves on the high level of tliu 
ox, the horse and the motor truck. 
They will, if they arc made too tired 
to suicide.

Peary was obsessed with the ambi- 


tion lo reach the North pole and al- 
though he failed in several expeditions, 
each time lie approached nearer ami 
nearer until he finally won undying 
fame by reaching: the pole on April 6. 
1909. He was made a rear admiral of 
the .American navy In recognition oi' 
his discovery; but not being- much of a 
navig-ator in the ordinary sense, he 
has neither sought nor attained dis- 
tinction as an admiral. 
When Iho war 


broke out, however, he offered his ser- 
vices to tho government in whatever 
capacity he might be most useful uncl 
he was given u controlling part in the 
aviation department. 
It is needless to 


say that a man of Peary's indomitable 
perseverance will be an inspiration in 
whatever service he undertakes. 


But as to the North pole and Peary's 


discoveries there, on nis return after 
reaching the pole, lie reported that he 
had discovered a hitherto unknown 
land which was named "Crocker band." 
This, however, turned out to be merely 
a mil-age, according to the McMillan 
expedition which reached the pnle lat- 
er. 
The faith of Admiral Peary, how- 


ever, was not questioned us he was 
not at the pole to explore the regions 
in the vicinity except those which he 


had actually passed over in his jour- 
ney. 
What he supposed was Crocker 


JLand was merely a cloud formation 
that presented the appearance 
of a 


enow-clad 
phUeau. Such 
phenomena 


are not unfrequent in polar reg-ions. 


Admiral Peary had none of the fake 


proclivities of Dr. Cook, who announced 
that he had discovered the North pole 
before Peary had reached it. 
Ife ex- 


ploited his claims in Norway and Bel- 
gium; but the imposition was soon clis- 


(covered as his records, though faked 
i with great ingenuity, did not bear out 
his claims. 


Nevertheless, Dr. Cook to this day 


has supporters who arjjue that lie did 
reach the pole. 
They lay some stress 


on the fact that the pole moves. But 
assuming that it does move slightly, 
there is no probability that its peregrrin- 
b.iioiis extended go far south as Green- 
land, the north of which was the ex- 
treme limit of. Dr. Cook's expedition. 
A.3 to the movements of 
the 
North 


pole. Prof. George A. Hill of the ob- 
servatory at 'Washington, after life- 
long experiments in collaboration with 
other astronomers, has 
demonstrated 


that the pole does move, its position 
changing within a circle of 60 feet in 
diameter. 
Hence the authentic North 


pole is not the pole which men point 
out on the charts. 
In 1909, accord- 


ing to Prof. Hill, 'the wandering pole 
passed within a foot of the charted 
North pole and according to the same 
authority, it wanders home just about 
once in 14 years. 
Tt is assumed that 


if the axis theory of the pole is abso- 
lutely true, the South pole describes 


| motions just the reverse 
of those 


made by the North pole. 
That, how- 


ever, has not yet been determined, al- 
though the South pole was reached by 
Capt. Amundsen, Dec. 14, 1911. 


The magnetic pole which is contin- 


ually shifting is about 13 degrees from, 
the geographical North pole. :

It is expected that, after the war the 


explorers will flock to the North pole, 
using airplanes which have been de- 
veloped so wonderfully during the past 
few years. 
But in all probability a

WOMEN TIRED OF LIFE 


According to Swiss papers received 


in this country, tho authorities in Ger- 
many are' taking steps to provide plen- 
ty of work for 'all females from 16 to 
70 years of age. It is as a preventive 
of suicide, the idea being that, when 
a woman is hauling a p!o\v, or digging 
potatoes, or at other hard manual la- 
bor, she gets so tired that site goes 
right to sleep at night and does not lit- 
awake thinking about how her father, 
husband, son or brother has been 
blown to pieces and buried in obedi- 
ence to the kaiser.

Indeed, it is a blow at autoc- 
racy's principal valuation of 
women,

ages of 16 to 70 work hard enough, 
they will establish a valuation of 
themselves on the high level of the 
ox, the horse and the motor truck. 
They will, if they are made too tired 
to suicide.

Is concerned there is no danger of suf- 
fering from a serious food shortage in 
the eastern part of the country. This 
was prompted by the warning given 
last night by Food Administrator Hoov- 
er, that unless grain and meat move- 
ment is greatly increased in the next 
60 days, the country is threatened with 
an acute shortage of food and the pro/. 
gram of food shipments to the allies 
will fail. 


In a letter to Mr. Hoover, the 
di- 


rector general declared that if 
the 


food administrator will give 
definite 


information on the location of Stocks 
of supplies Intended for the allies, the 
railroads will move them promptly 
to 


seaboard. Simultaneously the railroad 
administration gave out figures show- 
Ing that the movement of grain to pri- 
mary markets in the west within the 
last 10 days was far greater than In 
previous years. 


Although declaring their desire to 


avoid a controversy with the food ad- 
ministration, officials of the railroad 
directorate today did not conceal their 
belief that Mr. Hoover's statement was 
not borno out by facts shown in their 
reports. 
Members of Mr. 
McAdoo's 


staff assumed the attitude that Mr. 
Hoover had dealt in generalities not 
supported by tigures or other evidence 
showing such a pessimistic outlook on 
future food conditions. 


The food administration upon receipt 


of Mr. McAdoo's letter, issued thia 
statement: 


"While Mr. Hoover is out of 
town.

Mr. McAdoo's statement very reassur-

indicates that further

of this most deadly pestilence was 
first reported In despatches to rha 
Associated Press in December., un- 
checlierl 
in north 
China it 
would 


prove, in the opinion of the board. 
more devastating than famine, flood 
and war combined. 
Today's mail 
ad\ices from missionary centers had 
been awaited anxiously. 
A statement issued by the boara 


'This pneumonic plaeue is partic- 


ularly virulent. 
Practically no one 


who becomes a victim of it recov- 
ers. 
It is the same disease that 


ravaged Mongolia five years ago and 
earned off thirty or forty thousand 
people before it was checked. 
"It seems to have started in Jlon- 


goliti this year and has been dev- 
astating the part of Shansi province 
north of the great wall and now has 
broken 
through. 
There 
are 
five 


passes through the wall. 
If all but 


one were closed to travel and that 
one cdiefully guarded with ft medi- 
cal station, 
with 'proper inspection 


and quarantine, the problem of keep- 
ing the plague out of Shansi and the 
rest of China would'be-solved. Such 


preventive measures were urged, but 
not until after a month's delay did 
the government take any notice of 
it 
There is yet no guarantee that 


such measures will he employed.

station to the infected region is Fen- 
chow 
Its medical missionary there, 


Dr Watson, at the heart of a unit 
made up of Chinese assistanlo, left 
immediately upon receipt of a tele- 
gram from the capital of the provT 
incc, Taiyuanfu, asking for aid with 
the expectation of going north 
to 


help light the plague, at Taicho, 15 
miles from one of the main passes 
tliroush the great wall. Signs ot the 
plague near the capital had held him 
there, as that city hud been stripped 
of doctors who had gone to the north. 


".There Were even rumors of cases 


of the plague near Fencho\v and the 
mission 
there 
was busy 
preparing 


lo attack it. Plague suits and masks 
were being made' and directions were 
being given for the proper disposal 
of bodies o£ the dead in case the 
need arose. The Chinese customarily 
disregard 
such 
epidemics as 
diph- 


theria, and scarlet fever but 
they 


are afraid of this most deadly plague, 
\vliich may help in the 
enforcement 


of measures "for stamping it out. 


"If it should gain unchecked op-
